Leads found in newspapers, career books 
Libraries do brisk business aiding jobless

You ore out of work and willing to go anywhere to find a 


load. These days that anywhere Is the local library where 
hundreds of persons arc huddled around newspapers and peri- 
odicals trying to find listings of companies looking for help. 


At the Schaumburg Township Library, all 60 of the books 


telling how to prepare resumes are checked out. "We hod 15 
copies of four different books on how to prepare a resume and 
find a job. but today .there's not a single one left," said 
Michael Madden. Schaumburg Township library director. 


The Schaumburg library, which is the North Suburban Li- 


brary System's center for business and economic periodicals, 
is drawing persons from throughout the Chicago area, Mad- 
den said. "People arc searching for possible companies they 
can go to work for," he said. "I've noticed a lot more men 
arc In the library now during the day and many young people 
— men and women — arc Interested in our books on military 
tests and careers." 


DUB TO THE surge in persons looking for occupation-re- 


lated books, the township board has authorized $4,500 to be 
spent on supplementary career booklets. 


"The people who come In arc really interested in finding 


investigative search firms to look for Jobs for them," Madden 
said. 


The Arlington Heights Memorial Library subscribes to 


newspapers from across the country and library officials re- 
port "a noticeable increase In the number of people reading 
the want ads looking for jobs. People are looking at the out- 


of-town papers to find out the job market in other cities," 
said Joy Kennedy, reference librarian. 


"The typing room always is busy with people preparing job 


resumes," she said. 


ROLLING MEADOWS Librarian Judith Drescher said she 


has received many calls recently "asking for back issues of 
newspapers from job hunters anxious to check job leads they 
might have missed." 


Besides the job hunters looklg at the Standard-Poor's and 


Dunn and Bradstrect periodicals at the Indian Trails Library 
in -Wheeling, they also search through the New York Times 
which carries professional ads from throughout the world. "If 
they can't get what they here, I send them to Schaum- 
burg where they have more business-related books," said li- 
brarian Elaine Burke. 


Meanwhile, libraries also are stocking up on consumer-ori- 


ented books and magazines and some have set up special 
areas called "consumer corners." At Indian Trails the con- 
sumer information Includes books on supermarket survival. 
"People don't want to make a mistake on spending, especial- 
ly on big items like on automobile," said Mrs. Burke, "so 
they arc using the libraries for refcrencne." 


Library patrons also arc checking out an increasing num- 


ber of books on auto repair and home repair. 


Even college students are being boxed in by the economy 


. and arc trying to squeeze their dollars. Schaumburg library 
officials said "college students are doing a lot more cost 
comparisons at colleges than ever before. They're concerned 
about new tuition requirements." 


2 in Wheeling, 1 in Buffalo Grove 
3 schools overcrowded, 
may force border changes 


Overcrowding may force boundary 


changes affecting students at two schools 
In Wheeling and one school in Buffalo 
Grove. 


John Bargcr, assistant superintendent 


of Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21, said 
Thursday night Field and Tarklngton 
schools In Wheeling and Alcott School In 
Buffalo Grove arc filled to capacity and 
said students may have to be transferred 
to other schools In the district to relieve 
overcrowding. 


Mentioned as under capacity and able 


to handle additional students were Rllcy 


School, Arlington Heights; Irving School, 
Buffalo Grove; and Sandburg, Stevenson 
and Twain schools, all in Wheeling. 


"Over the last four to five years the 


district has stabilized, school boundaries 
too have stabilized," sold Bargcr. How- 
ever, ho noted: "We know of future 
space problems in some schools." 


ABOUT 23 PARENTS and 12 principals 


attended a meeting called to discuss pos- 
sible boundary changes and broke into 
three subcommittees by junior high 
school areas to look into possible solu- 
tions. 


Lake County rejects annex petitions 


Two Village of Long Grove petitions to 


annex portions of the Popp farm were 
dismissed Thursday in Lake County Cir- 
cuit Court. The petitions represent an ef- 
fort to block a proposed housing devel- 
opment. 


Judge Fred Glcgcr ordered the peti- 


tions dismissed after attorneys for the 
family objected to annexing to Long 
Grove. 


Long Grove's actions arc a response to 


efforts by Miller Builders, Skoklc, which 
is hoping to annex n mile-long strip of the 
farm to Buffalo Grove for a controversial 
413-unlt housing development. 


Long Grove officials object to Miller 


proposals to develop a 149-acro site 
known as the Stlclow property and are 


trying to cut off by annexation the Popp 
farm strip that would moke the site con- 
tiguous to Buffalo Grove. 


LARRY DUNLAP, a Long Grove attor- 


ney said Thursday the village has another 
petition before the court that seeks to an- 
nex a 30-acrc tract of the corridor. Sev- 
eral property owners arc requesting an- 
nexation to Long Grove in the petition, 
Dunlap said. 


Richard Wexlcr, a Miller attorney, 


said he expects to rcfllo a petition next 
week for annexation of the Popp corridor 
to Buffalo Grove and will ask for a hear- 
ing date on the matter. 


Miller's original request to annex the 


strip was dropped earlier this year but is 
being refiled, Wcxler said. 


Bargcr attributed the district's fluc- 


tuating enrollment to a decrease in the 
birth rate and stabilization of some 
neighborhoods while other neighborhoods 
continue to experience growth. 


Bargcr said the district is not able to 


estimate how many students will come 
from the increasing number of apart- 
ment dwellings, while it is able to fairly 
accurately project the number of stu- 
dents from houses. 


Bargcr sold that Alcott, 530 Bernard 


Dr., is in a stable area of Buffalo Grove. 
However, the school does not have ade- 
quate library facilities or extra space for 
art, music, bilingual or learning-dis- 
ability rooms, he said. 


Field School, SI S. Armand Ln., Is over 


capacity at this time, he sold, with 646 
students expected next year and more 
anticipated over the next three years. Its 
capacity is around 600. In addition to 
classrooms, the school needs room for 
art, music, bilingual and learning-dis- 
ability programs, Bargcr said. 


TARKINGTON SCHOOL. 310 Scott St., 


will not need extra space next year, but 
it also is in a growing area with the pos- 
sibility of overcrowding in the near fu- 
ture, he sold. 


Parents raised queslons about the en- 


rollment dlspersement, Including asking 
if more schools could be built or if addi- 
tions could be put on existing schools, 
and what kind of transfer policy the dis- 
trict would set up. 


Further meetings are to be held to dis- 


cuss possible boundary changes to alle- 
viate overcrowding.

The United States Is In the deepest re- 


cession of the post-World War II era on 
the basis of revised Gross National Prod- 
uct data, the Commerce Department re- 
ported Thursday. 


A spokesman said the GNP dropped 5 


per cent from December, 1973 to Decem- 
ber, 1974, surpassing the previous record 
decline of 3.9 per cent from September, 
1957 to March, 1958. 


"This is the largest recession of the 


post-war era," the spokesman said. 


The GNP also has declined for four 


consecutive quarters to match the length 
of the 1953-54 and 1960-61 recessions, the 
spokesman said. 


The GNP was pushed deeper Into re- 


cession by revised data for the fourth 
quarter of 1974 that showed prices rose 
at a record 14.4 per cent annual rate 
while output fell 9.1 per cent. 


The inflation rate was even worse than 


the 13.7 per cent Commerce estimated in 
last month's preliminary report. The pre- 
vious record Inflation was 13 per cent in 
the first three jnonths of 1951. 


The revised'data meant the average 


American's living standard 
seriously 


eroded in the waning months of 1974. 
Contrary to traditional economic theory, 
prices continued to rise despite declining 
production and growing unemployment. 


Real output of goods and services de- 


clined in the fourth quarter of 1974 at a 
rate reminiscent of the period after 
World War II when the nation was con- 
verting from arms production to con- 
sumer goods. Commerce said the GNP 


was estimated at an annual rate of $803.8 
billion In the fourth quarter compared 
with $823.1 billion in the third. 


When inflation is included, the GNP 


reached an estimated $1.43 trillion at an 
annual rate In the fourth quarter, up 
from $1.42 trillion in the third quarter. 
The increase in "current dollar" terms 
was entirely due to inflation, Commerce 
said. 


The GNP is considered the broadest in- 


dicator of the economy's health. It cov- 


ers the output of mines, utilities and fac- 
tories along with the value of money in- 
vestments and service industries which 
produce no goods. 


The revised GNP data showed that in- 


ventories continued to grow, largely be- 
cause of reduced sales. The auto industry 
had a record volume of unsold cars at 
the end of 1974. Consumer spending was 
down.

especially rehabilitation program at Clearbrook 


by MARILYN McDONALD 


The sagging economy has affected 


most businesses, but few more dra- 
matically than the Clearbrook Cen- 
ter's Vocational Rehabilitation Cen- 
ter — a workshop that employs mild- 
ly retarded and physically handi- 
capped adults. 


Between May 1974 and January 


this year, Clearbrook's contracts 
with local Industries have fallen off 
50 per cent, said Daniel Sloan, con- 
tract-procurement agent for the 
workshop. The lack of work means 
that persons at the center spend 
more time in personal grooming and 
training classes than learning a 
trade. 


The rehabilitation center employs 


130 persons in its workshops at 680 
Lively Blvd. and 680 Bonnie Ln., Elk 
Grove Village. The employes do 
packaging, assembling, sorting and 


counting jobs for local industries. In 
turn, the employes earn money and 
gain job experience that may enable 
them to get full-time regular jobs in 
the future. 


"THE THING that's wrong with 


workshops is that it's very hard to 
predict what will happen," Sloan 
said. "We offer a service to in- 
dustries. We turn out a lot of work in 
a short amount of time. All of a sud- 
den we'll get a job out of the clear 
blue sky. One day we'll be so busy, 
and then we'll be slow," he added. 
And things arc as slow now as they* 
ever have been. 


SLOAN BLAMES the general slow- 


down in business as the source of 
Clearbrook's 
job-placement 
prob- 


lems. 


One of the workshop's steadiest 


and biggest customers, 
Littclfuse 


Inc., DCS Plaines, has not sent work 


to the workshop in several months. 
Sloan said the Littlefuse contracts 
kept 35 Clearbrook employes occu- 
pied, and brought in $25,000 to $30,000 
a month during peak times. 


But Littelfusc has come on hard 


times. David Shcan, the company's 
director of purchasing, said his com- 
pany has had to lay off workers in 
recent months. "Every job that we 
sent out has been p'u'lcd in for our 
people. They arc trained and experi- 
enced, and if we have to let them go, 
we've found that we usually can't get 
them back again because they find 
other jobs," Shean said. 


Another large source of contracts, 


Merkle-Korff 
Gear Co., 
Franklin 


Park, also has had to bring its piece 
work back to the home company. 
Fred Lambkin, plant manager at 
Merkle-Korff, said the company has

From GOP county chairmanship 
Yonkers asks Fulle to step down 


Frend 
Yonkers 


Wheeling Township Republican committeeman Frend Yon- 


kers has asked County Republican Chairman Floyd T. Fullc 
of Des Plaines to relinquish his party position while under 
indictment by a federal grand jury. 


Fulle was Indicted last week on charges of extortion and 


income tax evasion in connection with zoning cases In unin- 
corporated Cook County and will be arraigned today. 


In a letter to Wheeling Township Republican precinct cap- 


tains, Yonkers said "an immediate leave of absence from the 
position of county chairman" would be in the best interest of 
the party. Another member of Wheeling Township GOP or- 
ganization reported that a meeting last weekend of the organ- 
ization's executive committee resulted in a unanimous vote 
favoring Yonkers' position. 


YOXKERS DREW enthusiastic applause from a group of 


about 30 precinct captains when he read the letter containing 
the request for Fulle's withdrawal Thursday night. 


Yonkers noted in his letter that Fulle is to be considered 


innocent until proven guilty of the charges. "My suggestion 
(for Fulle's withdrawal) has been made based on an assump- 
tion of innocence," said Yonkers. 


However, he said the Republican party is in the process of 


rebuilding after an unsuccessful 1974 election effort "and 
requires continuous vigorous and innovative leadership." 


Fulle has maintained repeatedly that he is innocent of the 


charges against him and has declared that he will not resign 
as county commissioner, Republican county chairman or 
Maine Township GOP committeeman.

Our business is strong. In fact, the 
economy may have helped us, since 
our products are used for servicing 
things," said Joanne Prosla, who 
handles AMP-Clearbrook contracts. 


ANOTHER steady Clearbrook cus- 


tomer who predicts possible ex- 
pansion of his contract with the 
workshop Is John Chmela, who is 
having Clearbrook employes as- 
semble a new lawn dart game for his 
company, J.C. Plastics Engineer- 
ing Mount Prospect. Chmela esti- 
mates ho has given Clearbrook be- 
tween $.1,000 and $4,000 of business 
since November. 


In the meantime, the workshop, a 


nonprofit operation, has retained all 
21 staff members. They supervise 
employes in training and evaluation 
programs when there is little work to 
do. All 130 employes continue to 
come to the workshop every day so 
the Illinois Dept. of Mental Health 
funding of $278,663 can be main- 
tained. The department's funding Is 
based In part on average dally at- 
tendance. 


But the employes at Clearbrook 


sense the depressed economy them- 
selves. "A lot of them are very 
aware of It because they have people 
In their own families who have been 
laid off. It's affecting them," Sloan 
said.

$30 million mission on ocean floor 


An Atlas Centaur rocket carrying the seventh Intelsat IV 


satellite into space failed Thursday night shortly after launch. 
Space officials sold tho rocket's second stage apparently 
failed, sending the $30 million mission into the ocean. The sat- 
ellite was to hove completed a network of commercial commu- 
nications satellites worth $350 million and strung around the 
world In stationary orbits 22,300 miles from earth. 


Kissinger 'cautiously optimistic1 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger gave congressional 


leaders a "cautiously optimistic" report Thursday on pros- 
pects for an Egyptian-Israeli peace accord, but warned the 
most difficult steps were still to come. Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield reported Kissinger .anticipates the 
Geneva Conference on the Middle East will be resumed in the 
near future. 


In the Middle East, meanwhile, a Beirut newspaper said 


Syria told Kissinger It will not renew tho mandate of the U.N. 
peacekeeping force on the Golan Heights which ex- 
pires on May 30. In Tel Aviv, Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said Israel has not sought a defense pact with the United 
States and does not Intend to ask for one. 


Edelin aslcs verdict be overturned 


Dr. Kenneth C. Edclin Thursday asked the judge to over- 


turn his abortion-manslaughter conviction because the jury 
verdict was based on "bias, misapprehension or prejudice." 
The motion based on a little-known state law was filed in 
Boston by Edelin's attorney William Homans, who claimed 
the verdict "if allowed to stand would work a miscarriage of 
justice." Meanwhile, the Roman Catholic Archdiocese of Bos- 
ton defended tho predominantly Catholic jury which found 
Edelin guilty. Ending an editorial silence which extended 
throughout tho six-week trial, the archdiocese said, "the juror 
Is not tho villain..."

Pate said a 5.5 per cent federal pay 


raise in October added nearly I per cent 
to the fourth quarter inflation rate, while 
declining sales of houses and cars re- 
sulted in giving them less influence than 
customary in moderating higher prices 
for services and other goods. 


The Increase in the Inflation rate in the 


fourth quarter "appears to owe much to 
consumer abandonment of items whose 
prices behaved comparatively well and 
the statistical importance of the federal 
pay raise," Pate said. 


In other economic matters Thursday: 
• The Ford Motor Co. reported 1974 pro- 


fits fell 60 per cent from record 1973 earn- 
ings to $.161 million and were the lowest 
for any nonstrike year since 1958. In a fi- 
nancial statement, Board Chairman Henry 
Ford II and President Lee A. lacocca 
said the No. 2 auto company's earning 
decline reflected a lower sales volume 
and an inability to recover "unprece- 
dented" cost increases. They warned of 
still further cutbacks. 


• More than 5.7 million persons were 


receiving unemployment insurance bene- 
fits in the week ending Feb. 1, an in- 
crease of 138,000 over the previous week. 
The Labor Department also said 731,000 


persons filed claims for the first time 
during the week ending Feb. 8, a decline 
of 16,600 from the prior week. 


• President Ford indicated he was 


ready to fight congressional opposition to 
his oil import fee increase and at the 
same time showed a willingness to com- 
promise to get a national energy crisis 
program enacted. Meanwhile, liberals on 
the House Ways and Means Committee 
said they would carry their fight to end 
the oil depletion allowance to a caucus of 
all House Democrats. A caucus deadlock 
ever the controversial $2.6 billion oil in- 
dustry tax break could delay passage of 
a $21.3 billion tax cut for individuals and 
businesses. The committee formally ap-

Wednesday, but refused to attach a 
repealer of the depletion allowance for 
oil and gas.

Communist gunners kill 
20 troops, sink 3 ships

PHNOM PENH (UPI) - Pro-Commu- 


nist gunners beat off Cambodian forces 
trying to land on the rebel-held banks of 
the Mekong River 24 miles southeast of 
Phnom Penh Thursday, sinking three 
government navy vessels and killing at 
least 20 soldiers, military sources said. 


The rebel shelling of Phnom Penh and 


its airport, the lone supply link with the 
outside world, continued Thursday. Eleven 
rockets killed five persons and wounded 
13, most of them civilians 


Another 30 soldiers were reported 


wounded in the abortive landing about 10 
miles north of Neak Luong, the last gov- 
ernment strongpoint on the Mekong, 
about 35 miles southeast of the Cam- 
bodian capital. 


Neak Luong was hit by more than 100 


artillery and rocket rounds Thursday 
morning. Officers said 10 persons were 
wounded. A UPI photographer who vis- 
ited the town Wednesday reported rebel 
rockets hitting at the rate of one a min- 
ute. 


Military sources said the government 


force tried to land north of Neak Luong 


to drive rebels back from the river 
shores. 


But they ran into heavy fire, and three 


navy boats used in the operation were 
sunk. The sinking of the three boats 
spelled a fast end to the ill-fated oper- 
ation, officers said. 


The Mekong has been closed to all 


commercial traffic and most military 
shipping since Jan. 31. The United States 
recently mounted an emergency airlift to 
ferry food, fuel, ammunition and other 
supplies into belcagured Phnom Penh. 


Heavy fighting was reported north- 


west, south and southeast of Phnom 
Penh, although government forces were 
said to be holding their lines, officers in 
tlic capital said.

Air Force expert disputes FAA 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — An Air Force 


traffic control specialist, disputing civil- 
ian Interpretation of federal regulations, 
said Thursday a radar controller should 
have kept TWA Flight 514 safely above 
tho Virginia mountain where it crashed 
Dec. 1 and killed all 92 persons aboard. 


The witness, Col. Richard M. Dorsey, 


rejected virtually every position the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration and air 
traffic controllers have taken in the past 
15 days of federal hearings on the crash. 


Dorsey gave his views after William R. 


Sonnemnn, director of flying for TWA, 
told the investigators that regulations 
must bo revised "to demand" that radar 
controllers provide all pilots with the as- 
sistance now afforded only to some. 
"Otherwise," Sonnemnn said, "this sys- 
tem is worse than no system at all."

First class 
stamp may go 
to 13 cents 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The cost of the 


first class postage stamp may climb to 
13 cents an ounce later this year and to 
15 cents by the end of 1977, postal service 
officials said Thursday. 


Postmaster General Benjamin F. bail- 


ar said the rate-setting process must be 
speeded up. Jesse T. Ellington Jr., his 
senior assistant, said rate increases are 
likely to be needed in two-year intervals 
between now and 1979. 


The two testified at a hearing of the 


House Post Office Committee. 


A first class letter cost 3 cents on 


ounce for 26 years, from 1932 until 1958. 
It was 4 cents until 1963, 5 cents until 
1968, 6 cents until 1971, 8 cents until last 
year, and the present rate of 10 cents 
since then. Ellington said costs will con- 
tinue to escalate, and added: 


"To cover these costs, the price of a 


first class stamp may increase to as 
much as 13 cents this year and be at 15 
cents by the end of the period (1979)."

CIA chief: charges endanger agents 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — CIA Director 


William Colby said Thursday the "al- 
most hysterical excitement" surrounding 
news reports his agency spied illegally on 
Americans was endangering the lives of 
undercover agents overseas. 


Colby said that legitimate American 


spying operations are threatened by false 
charges that his agency engaged in mas- 
sive domestic intelligence. 


"Thi almost hysterical excitement that 


surrounds any news story mentioning 
CIA ... has raised the question whether 
secret intelligence operations can be con- 
ducted by the United States," Colby said. 


"A number of our individual agents 


abroad are deeply worried that their 
names might be revealed with resultant 
danger to their lives." 


Strongly defending his beleaguered 


agency, Colby said "missteps were few 
and far between" and did not justify the 
outcry raised by news reports. 


The CIA is being Investigated by a spe- 


cial presidential commission headed by 
Vice President Nelson A. Rockefeller. In 
addition, special House and Senate com- 
mittees have been created to investigate 
the agency. 


In testimony prepared for the defense 


subcommittee of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, Colby was particularly 
critical of the New York Times, which on 
Dec. 22 printed the first story of domes- 
tic spying. He said reporter Seymour M. 
Hersh "mixed and magnified two sepa- 
rate subjects" — legal activities and 
"those few activities" that may have 
been illegal. 


"The sensational atmosphere surround- 


ing intelligence, however, encourages 
oversimplification and disproportionate 
stress on a few missteps rather than on 
the high quality of the CIA's basic 
work," Colby said. 


"There may have been occasions when 


CIA may have exceeded its proper 
bounds. They were undertaken in the be- 


lief that they fell within the agency's 
charter to collect foreign intelligence or 
to protect intelligence sources and meth- 
ods." 


Colby for the first time denied specific 


allegations, including: 


• New York Times reports the CIA 


engaged 
in telephone wiretaps and 


break-ins in New York City. 


• The CIA manages a "$200-miIHon- 


a-year top secret corporate empire" to 
circumvent the will of Congress. 


• Involvement in the Watergate cover- 


up. He said the CIA "certainly had noth- 
ing to do with Watergate" after contacts 
with Watergate burglars prior to the ac- 
tual break-in. 


• The CIA manipulated local police for 


domestic activities. 


• Colby acknowledged the CIA invited

training programs for village employes, 
had to delay pay raises, put a freeze on 
hiring and discontinue police department 
participation in the Metropolitan En- 
forcement Group due to money prob- 
lems.

It's time for 
caucus reform 


It's again time for school board 


elections — and that means It's 
time for school board caucuses to 
act again to short-circuit the demo- 
cratic process. 


.School board caucuses exist in 


bevcral Northwest suburban com- 
munities, and, while they vary in 
effectiveness and rules, they too of- 
ten 
function as tight little "in 


groups" ulilch effectively cut off 
discussion of educational Issues. 


Some caucuses, including the Ar- 


lington Heights Dist. 25 caucus, en- 
dorse only as many candidates as 
there are vacancies on the board, 
thus ensuring no contested election 
unless an individual runs against 
the caucus. Tills year several cau- 
cuses, including those in Wheeling 
Dist. 21 and River Trails Dist. 28 
have endorsed enough candidates 
to ensure contested elections. This 
is an improvement in the system. 


However, it's time for all cau- 


cuses to review carefully the value 
of 
screening 
candidates. 
High 


school districts, including Dist. 214 
and Dist. 211, have functioned suc- 
cessfully 
without caucuses 
for 


vears — and frequently have had 
large fields of qualified candidates. 


The difficulty with the caucus 


system is the assumption that 
school boards arc apolitical and 
that the best way to get qualified 
candidates is to carefully screen 
them to ensure acceptability. 


Some caucus officials even argue 


that many qualified candidates 
would not run if they were faced 
with hotly contested elections. The 
argument is that the rigors of an 
election campaign are too much to 
ask of a candidate, since board 
members serve without salary. 


But there also may be qualified 


candidates who will not run for a 
school board if Uic election Is domi- 
nated by a caucus. Those candi- 
dates might balk at having to ap- 
pear before a too-small slating 
committee, while they might run 
willingly in a completely open elec- 
tion. 


In recent years schools have be- 


come involved increasingly in is- 
sues that can only be described as 
"political." It is time for everyone 
involved in school board elections 
to acknowledge that — and to un- 
derstand that a "non-political" 
caucus is not necessarily the way 
to find candidates who address 
themselves to those issues. 


Speed up food stamps 


It's unfair for residents of the 


Northwest suburbs to have to wait 
tuo months to receive food stamps. 


Cut that is the current waiting 


period if you apply at the North- 
west Opportunity Center in Arling- 
ton Heights to receive the stamps 
— and it's nn unconscionable delay 
for out-of-uork local residents who 
must rely heavily on the stamps to 
purchase food. 


The apparent problem is the 


.crowing number of Illinois resi- 
dents who arc seeking the stamps. 
The Arlington Heights office is 
merely a suburban outpost, and ap- 
plications received here must be 
.sent to Chicago, and from there 
they go to Springfield. The result: 
.in eight week wait. 


In less populated neighboring 


counties, it takes about a week to 
receive food stamps. The 
com- 


parison Is reason enough for Cook 
County's welfare machinery to be 
revamped immediately to meet 
suburban needs. 
Too often county government has 


ignored the problems of the sub- 
urbs; this present bureaucratic de- 
lay is only another sign of the re- 
luctance by Chicago officials to ac- 
knowledge the presence of unem- 
ployment and of hunger in the sub- 
urbs. 


In these difficult times, govern- 


ment has an added responsibility 
to respond as quickly as possible to 
human needs. It isn't enough to say 
that the Northwest Opportunity 
Center should add more staff mem- 
bers; what should — and what 
must — happen is for the county 
and perhaps the state to streamline 
their responses to the human mis- 
eries created by the present reces- 
sion.

• Become a presidential candidate. 
According to the National Academy of 


Sequestration, the first two methods of- 
fer the best means of avoiding human 
contact. But the surest way to get lost in 
a crowd is to run for president.

Bentsen, D-Tex., whether his face was 
becoming familiar to the American pub- 
lic.

Rocky gets tvide powers 
He's 'deputy President'

WASHINGTON - No President, not 


even his beloved Harry S Truman, dared 
do what Gerald R. Ford has done. 


Ford has made his vice president into 


something of a deputy president. 


The Constitution gives the vice pres- 


ident only one task, presiding over the 
Senate. Harry S. Truman, for all his 
fondness for his "veep" Albcn Barkley, 
gave him nothing more. 


Neither did other Presidents. 
One big reason Is a presidential fear 


that an ambitious vice president would 
accept an inch and take a mile of presi- 
dential clout. Some White House regulars 
chiefly remember Hubert H. Humphrey 
as vice president for his being denied, in 
a moment of LBJ pique, use of presiden- 
tial autos. 


But Ford has made Rockefeller vice 


chairman — day-to-day boss — of the 
Domestic Council. The council serves as 
think tank and action desk for White 
House matters on almost everything that 
goes on between the Atlantic and Pacific. 


Insiders see it this way: 
• Ford figures he needs help in such 


matters as federal-state relations. The 
President himself is the resident White 
House expert on Congress. But Rockefel- 
ler, four-term governor of New York, 
knows what goes on out there in the 50 
state capitals. 


• Ford needs the kind of planning on 


domestic affairs that Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger's National Security 
Council and James T. Lynn's budget of- 
fice gives him on foreign, defense and 
red ink matters. Rockefeller has made a 
career of organizing and running think 
tanks. Kissinger's wife, Nancy, for one, 
is a paid Rockefeller researcher. 


• Rockefeller frankly is grateful to 


Ford for making him vice president at a 
time when the New Yorker had all but 
given up hope for national office. Rock- 
efeller has pledged privately as well as 
publldy that he is Ford's man. Senior 
aides to both men insist there is not the 
least chance Rockefeller will use the Do- 
mestic Council to build up his political 
machine at the expense of the President. 


It is unlikely Rockefeller could make 


political magic of the Domestic Council If 
he wanted to. 


Certainly, Ford has allowed him to 


place two top Rockefeller men — James 
M. Cannon and Richard N. Dunham — at 
the head of the council. But all the in- 
structions and policy suggestions from 
the Domestic Council will go through 
Ford's White House staff. 


In other words, the flow will cross the 


desk of Donald Rumsfeld, Ford's tough 
chief of staff. 


But more than that, the best insurance 


of political harmony is the nature and 
character of the two leaders. Both Ford 
and Rockefeller are regarded In Wash- 
ington politics as men of their word. 
There is no suggestion of one intriguing 
against the other. 


For example, Ford said he would mesh 


Rockefeller's staff with that of his own. 
Historically, vice presidential staffers 
have been lodged in splendid isolation, In 
high-ceilinged but powerless quarters in 
the Old Executive Office Building next 
door to the White House. 


Not only were they not to be beard 


from; they were not even to be seen.

But true to Ford's word, Rockefeller 


men sit in at the White House Cabinet 
Room and Roosevelt Room planning ses- 
sions. 


One Ford aide, Philip Arenda, just re- 


signed mainly because Rockefeller men 
— Cannon and Dunham — got what be 
wanted, according to some White House 
insiders. 


Loyalty to teamwork could have no 


higher evidence than Ford asking Jim 
Cannon to join him at the White House 
dinner Monday night for conservative 
Republican senators, a group which 
tends to see red when they see a Rock- 
efeller man.

done school board candidate!. Only 


The infamous school-caucus system 
—its pros, cons debated by friend, foe

Voters make the final choice In school 


board elections. But in some Northwest 
suburban school districts, the choice Is 
little more than n formality because of 
an unofficial organization known as the 
school caucus. 


Critics charge that school caucuses de- 


cide the election by cutting off com- 
petition. The system only brings together 
the subjective opinions of a few and 
stacks the school board that directs the 
school system, they say. 


Caucuses defend their position by 


maintaining they arc representative of 
the community and recruit qualified can- 
didates — candidates that may stay hid- 
den in the woodwork without caucus sup- 
port. 


"CAUCUS MAKES n better race." said 


Art Vogolgcsang, nominating committee 
chairman of the Mount Prospect Dlst. 57 
Caucus. "If you didn't have a caucus, 
you wouldn't have a race. The nominating 
committee just talks people Into running. 
\Vc go out and get as many as we can." 


"We try to get people to run," said Leo 


Price, chairman of the DCS Plalnes Dlst. 
62 Caucus. "This is not an easy thing to 
do We hnvo a real problem getting 
people. Most people don't want to get 
into the campaign situation." 


"We go out and beat the bushes," said 


Thomas Hanlon. chairman of Arlington 
Heights Dlst. 23 Caucus. "This year we 
begged people to come out and all wo got 
was eight people." 


But caucus critics contend that caucus 


limits candidates and consequently prohi- 
bit.? n contested election. 


CHITICS POINT to Dlst. 25 where no 


uncndorscd candidate has won since the 
caucus began in 1954. Only five persons 
hnvo run against caucus candidates since 
1M4. 


Dist. 13 endorses only one candidate 


Endorsement procedures vary 


Procedures used by caucus groups to 


endorse school board candidates vary 
widely In the Northwest suburbs. 


Caucuses In some districts endorse 


only one candidate for each school board 
opening. Others endorse more than one 
for each scat. Some pick as many candi- 
dates as arc found to be qualified, re- 
gardless of the number of openings. 


Caucus-screening committees may pre- 


sent all candidates that have come be- 
fore them to the entire caucus. Other 
caucus-screening committees bring a 
limited number of candidates before tha 
whole caucus, meaning some candidates 
never get past the first Interview con- 
ducted by about 5 to 10 people. 


And many districts do without the 


caucus system entirely. 


Area school districts have the following 


caucus arrangements: 


Pplntlnc-Itolllng Meadows Dlst. 15 — 


No caucus system. 


Whcelng'Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21 — 


Made up of one delegate from each of a 
variety of community organizations along 
with a certain number of delcgates-at- 
largc from the community. A five- 
member committee elected by the entire 
caucus screens candidates. Results of the 
interviews are submitted to the entire 
caucus at its third and final meeting. 


The general caucus at the final meet- 


ing is permitted to question each candi- 
date up to 15 minutes before balloting. 
Caucus members may vote for one name 
per vacancy on each ballot. After candi- 
dates are picked to fill all vacancies on 
the board, the caucus can vote to support 
one additional candidate. 


Prospect Heights Dlst. 23 — No caucus 


system. 


Arlington Heights Dlst. 25 — Made up 


of two delegates per community group 
for a total membership of 80 (o 100. A

for each position open and had the policy 
that incumbents could not be endorsed 
for more than two consecutive terms. 
The caucus changed its bylaws to allow 
Incumbents to be endorsed for four terms 
starting next year, but In the meantime, 
many qualified Incumbents decided not 
to run for reelection without caucus 
backing. 


In Dist. 62 the final vote also always • 


has gone In favor of caucus endorsed 
candidates where only one candidate is 
endorsed for each open position. Last 
year for the first time in many years 
voters had a choice at the polls between 
caucus candidates and those backed by a 
group called the Concerned Citizens for 


Quality Education. The CCQB candidates 
lost and the group disbanded after the 
election. 


"My only objection to any caucus is 


that caucus should look at more than the 
number of vacancies to fill," sold Supt. 


Edward Grodsky of Prospect Heights 
Dlst. 23. The district docs not have a 
caucus system but he said the district 
does not have problems getting qualified 
candidates for board elections. 


"CAUCUS 
SOMETIMES overlooks 


good people and it becomes a matter of 
favoritism," he said. 


"You can't buck the caucus," said 


Donald Evcrhart, who did not receive the 
Dist. 25 caucus endorsement tills year. 
"They know everything." 


"Without having caucus backing, it's 


impossible," said Karen Rutcnbcr, who 
also was not backed by Dist. 25 and has 
decided not to run. 


But the argument of the caucus that it 


Is essential for recruiting candidates 
falls when a comparison is made with 
districts where no caucus system exists. 


FIVE ELEMENTARY school districts 


do not have a caucus system. For the 
past three school board elections only 
two of the districts — Elk Grove Town- 
ship Dist. 59 and Dist. 23 — have had 
uncontented elections, Dist. 59 had uncon- 
tested elecions in 1973 and 1974 and Dist. 
23 had an uncontested election in 1973. 


The majority of districts with a caucus 


system have had uncontested elections in 
the past several years. 


Dist. 21 is one of the few districts 


where candidates without caucus en- 
dorsement have run and beaten the sys- 
tem.

Last year the Dist. 21 caucus chose to 


endorse only one candidate and turned 
down both Incumbents seeking reelec- 
tion. Incumbents Jack Lane and Jere- 
miah Crl5c ran against caucus and won. 


Another criticism directed at the 


caucus Is that endorsements usually 
come out before the first-day candidates 
can file for the April board election. 
Many contend that endorsing candidates 
before the filing date Intimidates poten- 
tial candidates who refuse to run uncn- 
domed. 


THE CONCEPT behind the caucus sys- 


tem Is to get a representative group of 
concerned citizens from a variety of civ- 
ic and school organizations to seek board 
candidates, screen those candidates and 
finally endorse candidates who are quali- 
fied. 


representatives arc supposed to act as 


a liaison between their groups and the 
caucus. Instead of expressing personal 
opinions In caucus deliberations, repre- 
sentatives should present their organiza- 
tions' viewpoint. The representative 
group also U supposed to offer a wider 
base (o present potential candidates and 
Issues to be discussed. 


Mary Ellen Fcldman, Wheeling-Buffalo 


Grove Dlst. 21 caucus chairman, said the 
caucus Is representative and performs 
these functions. She said the common 
bond between caucus members Is their 
desire for a good school system through 
solid school board members. 


However, most caucuses do not dis- 


tribute a list of their members and some 


allow delegates to vote even if they have 
only attended one caucus meeting. Only 
Dlst. 21 requires caucus members to at- 
tend a school board meeting to be eli- 
gible to vote. 


These members also rarely report 


back to their groups to get advice about 
their endorsing votes or to present cainJr- 
dates, said several caucus chairmen. 


NELDA PAISLY. a Dlst. 21 resident 


and former board member, ran against 
the caucus In the '60s and won. She criti- 
cizes the caucus for its lack of commu- 
nity representation and for allowing per- 
sonalities to enter into the decision rath- 
er than qualifications and issues. 


Price said the Dlst. 62 caucus does not 


have any special interests except to get 
the best people on the board. Because of 
this emphasis, he said the caucus insists 
on endorsing one candidate for each posi- 
tion open. 


Mrs. Paisley said caucuses should not 


limit their number of endorsements. "If 
people arc qualified, put them all out," 
she said. "Let the people decide. I'm 
against the onc-for-cne policy of cauc- 
uses. The people should go to the polls 
and choose." 


Dlst. 57 changed its policy to allow 


multiple endorsements in 1964 after 
being confronted by a splinter group — 
Residents Organization for Sound Educa- 
tion — and having the caucus candidates 
defeated by the ROSE candidates. 


••BEFORE. MANY qualified candi- 


dates, if turned down by caucus, would 
not run that year and often did not re- 
turn In future years even If approached/' 
he said.

At the caucus' third and final 
meeting, candidates are given flvo min- 
utes to speak. Questions can follow. The 
entire caucus votes to endorse as many 
candidates as It feels arc qualified.

DCS Plnlnes Dlst. 82 — About 50 mem- 


bers, two members per community 
group, form the caucus. A seven-member 
nominating committee screens candi- 
dates. 


Results arc given to the entire caucus. 


Nominations may be submitted from the 
floor If accompanied by a 500-word state- 
ment on the nominee to be road to the 
entire caucus. Candidates give a fivc- 
mlnutc presentation, followed by ques- 
tions from the floor. The caucus supports 
one candidate for each vacant scat on 
the board.

"In the end what should happen is .the 


voters should know that all the members 
(of caucus) feel these people would be 
qualified for the board," he said. This 
permits the caucus to present a con- 
tested election where people have a 
choice, he said. 


2act in Dist 57 and 62 a smaller group 


— the nominating committee — has the 
first veto over candidates. In both cauc- 
uses, the nominating committee must 
recommend a candidate to be considered 
by the caucus. 


Dist 62 also limits the committee to 


recommending only two candidates for 
each position open. Price said this is an 
"implied" endorsement by the com- 
mittee but the recommendations are the 
only results of the committee's inter- 
views given to caucus. 


DIST. 21 AND River Trails Dist. 26 


caucuses also hold closed sessions when 
voting for endorsements. At the endorse- 
ment meeting all non-caucus members 
must leave after the candidates give 
their talks and questions are asked. Only 
the endorsements from the balloting are 
given to the public. 


Mrs. Feldman said the Dlst. 21 caucus 


closed its doors for voting because dele- 
gates in the past felt discussions during 
voting were later presented to the public 
incorrectly. She said the closed session 
permits freer and more open debate on 
tho candidates. 


Despite yearly criticism nbout the sys- 


tem, caucus prevails. Caucuses rarely 
change their rules and continue to use 
methods many call antiquated. 


After the April election, criticism dies 


away and the caucus goes into seclusion 
until the next year when the caucus — 
and its critics — surface again.

PLEASING TO MANY SENSES, the "sounding sculp, 
ture" of American artist Harry Bertoia will fill the 
Standard Oil Plaza in Chicago noxt summer with 


an infinite variety of lingering musical chords to 
bo played by the wind on tho sculpture's tall slen- 
der copper rods. At a recent unveiling of the mod- 


el Bertoia called the sculpture "a gesture — an 
invitation to the elements to participate." Ho has 
said his work is intended to reflect nature. 


'Sounding sculpture' 


More name art in Chicago 


by JILL DETTNER 


Sound Is not a dimension American 


artist Hnrry Bertoia feels he has 
added to sculpture. As part of life, 
Bertoia said, "sound has always 
been part of art, but rarely heard." 


"A few yean ago, I became aware 


of tho world of silence that sculpture 
has occupied through tho ages," Ber- 
toia said recently at the unveiling of 
the model for his new "sounding 
sculpture" to bo installed next sum- 
mer at tho Standard Oil Plaza, Chi- 
cago. "Compare looking at sculpture 
to a casual walk through tho forest 
and >ou begin to wonder why has 
sound been left out." 


Bcrtoln's 
"sounding sculpture," 


joining tho city's existing collection 
of major public works of art by Pi- 
casso, Chagall and Colder, is Chi- 
cago's first outdoor sculpture to In- 
corporate tho elements of sound in 
Its design. 


Tho sculpture, to be placed in a 


large reflecting pool, Is composed of 
11 separate groups of tall, slender 
copper rods welded to brass plate 
bases and attached to 18-Inch pedes- 
tals of polished black granite. Rang- 
ing in height from four to 16 feet, the 
rods will be sensitive to wind cur- 
rents that will cause a rippling effect 
to produce a variety of lingering soft 
musical chords. The sounds that will 


bo created when tho wind sets tho 
metal rods into motion will never bo 
exactly the same. 


"THIS SCULPTURE provides 


sound so that It is both a water and 
tonal sculpture." Bertoia said. "I 
lovo the sky. I love tho spaces and 
perhaps the sounds which I have 
been after arc, in a way, a mean- 
ingful way to reach some of these 
Imaginings. I think that tho sound 
touches my soul a little closer than 
any of the other means I have tried." 


In a career spanning some 40 


years. Bertoia has experimented suc- 
cessfully with media ranging from 
graphics to jewelry to furniture de- 
sign in addition to sculpture. 


A native of San Lorenzo, Italy, he 


emigrated to Canada In 1930 with his 
parents at tho ago of IS and later 
moved to Detroit, Mich. Following 
graduation from high school and sev- 
eral years of studies in painting, 
drawing and mctalcrafts, he focused 
mainly on monoprints and jewelry 
until 1950. 


SETTLING WITH his wife and 


three children in a 200-year-old farm- 
house in the woods in Bally, Pa., 
near Allentown, Bertoia turned his 
attention increasingly to sculpture, 
producing countless small works that 
have been included In traveling 


shows of the Museum of Modern Art 
and two pieces that were exhibited in 
the U.S. Pavilion at the 1958 Brussels 
World's Fair. 


Bcrtoln's first major 
"sounding 


sculpture" was installed at the River 
Oaks Shopping Center in Calumet 
City In 1966, He has since designed 
musical works for tho Philadelphia 
Civic Center, several bank plazas 
and universities. 


Tho artist said he feels he has 


found a medium in "sounding sculp- 
tures," that best reflects life itself. 


"I SEE LIFE as a totality," he 


said. "I could never bo persuaded 
by the purist who maintains that a 
painting could be just a square paint- 
ed white. Color to me is not an iso- 
lated element. I can sec form, I can 
sec sounds and I can see motion. 


When creating a work in space, I 
strive to articulate it in all dimen- 
sions." 


Bcrtoia's Standard Oil Plaza sculp- 


ture has no deep message, he said. It 
is Intended merely to please the 
senses. 


"The sculpture is a gesture — an 


invitation to the elements to partici- 
pate. Some of the rods are even low 
enough that a person passing by will 
be able to reach out and touch them, 
too," he said. 


"My presence is of no importance 


and in fact, it is my philosophy to 
remain anonymous. What is impor- 
tant is the single moment in which 
one may enjoy what he sees and 
what he hears. After all, life is that 
— a series of hopefully enjoyable mo- 
ments."

What's this? The movie "King Kong" 


playing in a college sociology class? The 
same for "The Grapes of Wrath." 


"Gone With the Wind" plays In Ameri- 


can history classes. And "Tora, Tora, 
Tora," the film about Pearl Harbor from 
both sides, rolls from the reel in political 
science classes. 


If you find that unusual, consider: 
In playrooms, garages and basements 


across America more and more profes- 
sional movies are being shown these 
days. Films like "The Godfather" and 
"2001: A Space Odyssey" — plus some 
oldies, goodies such as "The Wizard of 
Oz." 


The movies for private and/or small 


group but noncommercial showing arc 
the 16 millimeter kind — smaller film 
than 35 millimeter version used in the 
movie houses. 


THE PRINTS ARE rented via ar- 


rangements between the studios and the 
distributor. A major distributor, Films 
Incorporated, is based in Wilmettc, 111, 
and regional offices in eight cities. 


Allen Green, vice president, said that 


business is about double what it was four 
years ago and that the 40 companies in 
the field probably rented out films for 
700,000 pnvate showings in 1974. 


"In this economy," he said, "the boom 


in the film rental field was predictable. 


"Historically, when the economy goes 


down, the movie business goes up. 


"People have less money to take vaca- 


tions and movies become the entertain- 
ment " 


With movie tickets $3 in a lot of places, 


churches, schools and public libraries 
are adding up to what Green called "the 
fastest growing new market for us." 


WHEN A GROUP rents movies for 


showing at such places or on college 
campuses they are not allowed to adver- 
tise to outsiders. That would be com- 
petition with neighborhood movie houses. 


Tho rental of movies for home showing 


has gone up 50 per cent in the last couple 
of years. 


"You don't need a babysitter when you 


have a theater party in your home," 
Green said. 


The smaller versions of recent big hits 


such as "The Godfather" can cost from 
$350 to $500 to rent. "A Space Odyssey: 
— 2001" costs around $250. But lots of 
oldie goodies are available for $25 or $30. 
Films Incorporated alone has 3,500 titles 
in its catalogue.

Some people show the movies on a 


sheet hung In basement or backyard. In 
the warm weather, Green's family and 
neighbors watch their flicks on a sheet 
out back. His teen-age sons, he said, 
"are movie nuts " Andy, 18, has seen 
"2001" 13 times and "claims he sees 
something new in it each time " 


SOME FILMS and estimated rental 


prices, to give you an idea: "Hunchback 
of Notre Dame," 1939, rents for $30; 
"Guy Named Joe," 1943, goes for $30; 
".Mutiny on the Bounty," made in 1935, 
rents for $65. 


Also: "Pride and Prejudice," 1940, has 


a $40 rental fee; "War and Peace," out 
In 1956, rents for $100; "Mr. Belvedere 
Rings the Bell," 1951, rents for $30; and 
"Mr. 
Blandings Builds His Dream 


House," out in 1948, rents for $35. 


Green made these additional points 


about rates among special audiences on 
the film rental front: 


• On college campuses the rage now Is 


Marx Brothers films. Four years ago the 
call was for W. C. Fields flicks. The col- 
lege audiences have made a hit out of 
"Harold and Maude," a love story about 
a 20-\ ear-old-boy and a woman, 80. It is 
being re-issued for general distribution in 
regular theaters. All-night "movie or- 
gies" are big on campus at Halloween. 
The fare is horror films. 


• Movies glorifying war have been "a 


downer in the movie business." 


« For retirement homes and villages 


mov ies starring Fred Astairc and Ginger 
Rogers are hits The same for those fea- 
turing Judy Garland, especially 
"The 


Wizard of Oz." 


• When chaplains controlled the mov- 


ies in prisons, it was Disney films and 
other childlike ones. Nowadays the recre- 
ation department of the prison usually 
selects movies that often feature action, 
sex and violence. 


"It's a 180 degree shift," Green said. 


"Someone recognizes that prisoners are 
human beings. Such films offer some 
kind of release " 


Green said he is putting together a 


film library on American history, for 
showing during the bicentennial period, 
which will peak in 1976. 


"Since the country is so ultra-sensory- 


onented, we feel this Is a natural way to 
join the celebration." 


The history of America on film will in- 


clude such classics as "Drums Along the 
Mohawk," "Red Badge of Courage" and 
all the way up to contemporary films.

At Randhurst Wieboldt's

A PRINT BY Christy Silber, junior at 
Rolling Meadows High School, will 


be entered in national contest spon- 
sored by Scholastic Magazine. 


Approximately 500 pieces of artwork 


by junior and senior high school students 
are currently on exhibit on the lower lev- 
el of the Wieboldt's store in Randhurst 
through March 1. 


Tho art show is part of tho Scholastic 


Art Awards Exhibition which puts the 
best work from art classes throughout 
the Chicago area on display for a two- 
week period at 11 different Wicboldt's 
stores.

This 
is the one thing that is happening where 
the art student can receive local and 
even national recognition," said Pink. 


A SOPHOMORE from Forest View High School, Lisa 
Heinemann, received the top rating for her pendant 
necklace. The jewelry is fashioned from two metals. 


"IN PAST SHOWS our local students 


have always done well in New York 
which mirrors, I think, what is happen- 
ing in our schools. This area has always 
been pro-art and pro-music and It really 
shows up in competition such as this. It 
helps to prove to the school adminis- 
tration that what we are doing is effec- 
tive," be added. 


Altogether between 4,000 and 5,000

. .Ralbovsky come across tho ugly side of 
• jeoachlng every once in a while. He's at- 
•;iempted to fill 236 pages with these In- 
-'•tidents, but fails miserably. 
/ One of the key paragraphs appears In 
'Jhe opening chapter: 
~' "To many coaches' thinking, it has be- 
iome important, indeed, what the boy 
rdocs to the boll, but not quite so impor- 
tant what tho ban does to the boy. Who, 
'then speaks for the boy?" 
* Ralbovsky — as spokesman for all 
downtrodden athletes everywhere — fol- 
lows up that paragraph with various iso- 
lated incidents ot coaching injustice. 
Topics such as injuries, homosexuality, 
backdoor deals, rejection and cheating 
ire covered in the early chapters. Few, 
If any, have much substance. 
; THEN THE AUTHOR relies on a crutch 
to help him through the middle portion of 
the book. A few yean ago be wrote 
^Destiny's Darlings" — a story about a 
fanatical Little League manager who 
drove a group of youngsters to a World 
Series title. In a well-written account, 
Ralbovsky visited each of the starters as 
well as the coaches to see bow the pres- 
sure-packed season affected their later 
lives. He uses some of this same mate- 
rial again. 
; But one has to wonder if the reader 
will ever get that far into Us high-priced 
book. Boredom has to set in long before 
ibe Little League chapters. 
: If you're determined to buy this book, 
the last two chapters are possibly the 
most interesting to parents of potentially 
athletic Youngsters. 
* RALBOVSKYsuggestssoccerfor 
youngsters, citing such points as year- 
round play, cheapness, emphasis on kick-

Wheat: good roughage 


I have developed spastic colon problemi. I hive been to • 


doctor and have no organic dlieaie. I have also had X rayi 
which »how ipaitlc colon. 


For several weeks the doctor kept me on a diet without any 


whole wheat bread or any food with roughage. Thlf diet did 
not seem to help a whole lot. 


After I read your column on thli problem I went on the diet 


you suggested, after which I began having considerable pain 
In the lower left side. Is this pain normal after going on a 
whole wheat diet until your body adjusts to it? I baked my 
own bread with whole wheat floor so I was sure to get whole 
wheat I'm stumped as to what to eat. 


Some people do have the problem you describe when they 


start a diet that Includes more cereal fiber. The discomfort is 
related to excess formation of gas. This lasts about three 
weeks and then disappears. 


If you have too much trouble with It try to gradually in- 


crease the roughage In your diet. That will help some. 


Cereal fiber Is particularly good for bowel function since it 


is not absorbed and it does soak up moisture. Its bulk with 
the moisture it retains helps to increase the size of the stool 
and prevent it from becoming a hard dried out residue that is 
related to the spastic colon problem. 


The spastic area Is commonly on the left side. That Is 


thought to be tho reason the dlvcrtlcula (pockets of the colon) 
develop on tho left side too. They are related to spastic colon 
and poor bowel habits. 


Switching from white flour to whole wheat flour and prod* 


ucts containing whole cereal, particularly whole wheat prod- 
ucts, often corrects bowel problems. Tho whole program is a 
bit more Involved. For people who have this condition I rec- 
ommend a bowel training program with the increased rough- 
age. 


IT IS IMPORTANT to realize that excess gas can be a 


problem for the first three weeks. But, if you can tolerate it, 
this condition will gradually disappear. While increasing the 
bulk in your diet, it Is a good time to start cutting down on 
foods that contain little or no bulk. That means sugars, 
sweets and refined flours used in white bread and desserts. 


A good source of cereal bran is plain, unprocessed miller's 


bran. A ready source is ALL-BRAN. You can use this as a 
breakfast cereal. Tho more you use to begin with the more 
likely you will have gas problems. So don't go overboard at 
tho beginning, but start perhaps first by just changing 
from white flour to whole wheat flour products. Then after a 
week start using a small bowl of ALL-BRAN for breakfast. 


Incidentally, rice docs not contain any significant amount of 


fiber and you won't get much benefit from it. Otherwise most 
of tho unrefined cereals such as the brans and shredded 
wheat are useful to provide roughage. 


There is some evidence that the fiber may also help pre- 


vent absorption of cholesterol from tho digestive tract and 
may even aid in controlling blood cholesterol problems. 
People arc beginning to discover cereals again and it is a 
good thing for our health.

U.S. 'doesn't enforce housing rules'

Developers of federally assisted hous- 


ing projects ta the suburbs do not active- 
ly seek minority tenants because federal 
officials do not enforce housing regu- 
lations, civil rights leaders said Thurs- 
day. 


Leaders blamed the U. S. Dept. of 


Housing and Urban Development for not 
enforcing a 1972 housing regulation re- 
quiring all federally funded developers to 
carry out advertising campaigns to at- 
tract minorities to their developments. 
Such a campaign is called aff rmative 
marketing. 


Criticism of HUD came during testi- 


mony at a hearing in Wheaton sponsored 
by the Suburban Division of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Council. SCLC is 
conducting hearings to determine if state 
and federal agencies are doing all they 
can to make sure developers seek out 
minority tenants. 


HUD OFFICIALS from the Chicago 


and Midwest regional offices were In- 
vited to testify at the hearing but none 
attended. A spokesman for the Chicago 
office said it is the job of the regional

A spokesman at the regional office said 
equal opportunity officials were out of 
town Thursday and could not attend the 
bearing. 


Leonard Rubinowitz of Northwestern 


University, which recently completed a 
study of affirmative marketing, said 
HUD officials told him they do not have 
enough staff in the Chicago area to moni- 
tor marketing programs. 


Rubinowitz said during his study he 


looked at 125 federally assisted devel- 
opments in the six-county Chicago area 
and found two-thirds did not adequately 
comply, with the 1972 housing regulation. 


"There was no evidence of enforce- 


ment of federal regulations to establish a 
radal mix," Rubinowitz said. 


RUBINOWITZ AND other witnesses 


pointed to Rand Grove Village in Pala- 
tine as one of the few developments ac- 
tively trying to attract minorities. Rand 
Grove Village, a 212-unit apartment com- 
plex on Long Grove Road near U. S. Rte. 
12, was built by the Metropolitan Housing 
Development Corp., a not for profit cor- 
poration. MHDC is a subsidiary of the 


Leadership Council for Metropolitan 
Open Communities which is designed to 
promote fair housing. 


Rubinowitz said managers of Rand 


Grove had not only advertised to minor- 
ities through the media but also con- 
tacted employers to inform them of 
available housing. 


As of last January, 82 per cent of Rand 


Grove was occupied with 55 per cent 
white, 12 per cent black, 28 per cent 
Spanish-American and 4 per cent oriental 
tenants, said Kale Williams, executive 
director of the leadership council. 


Williams said because HUD does not 


enforce affirmative marketing in other 
federally funded developments, rental 
agents encourage two seperate housing 
markets for whites and minorities. 


R A L P H LIGHTFOOT. affirmative 


marketing officer for the Illinois Housing 
Development Authority, said his office 
tries to monitor affirmative marketing 
but that final responsibility lies with 
HUD. 


He said fflDA, a state agency which 


uses federal money to assist builders of 


moderate-income housing, does not en- 
courage developers to adopt quota sys- 
tems and try to meet them right away. 


"It's a fact that if too many blacks 


show up too soon >ou're in trouble," he 
said. "The rest of the development won't 
rent up." 


Lightfoot said IHDA has been success- 


ful taking a "low profile and just letting 
the developments fill up." He pointed to 
a year-old study done by IHDA showing 
17 per cent of units in Huntlngton Com- 
mons, an IHDA financed project in 
Mount Prospect, were occupied with mi- 
norities with a 92 per cent occupancy. He 
said 17 per cent of the units in Winslowe 
Apartments, Palatine, partially financed 
by IHDA, were rented by minorities with 
52 per cent occupancy. 


Another subsidized project in the 


N o r t h w e s t suburbs is Schaumburg 
Green, Schaumburg. 


SCLC will conduct another hearing on 


affirmative marketing March 13 at Har- 
per College in Palatine. When testimony 
is completed, the group plans to make 
recommendations to HUD.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Tlio govern- 


ment moved Thursday In bnr obscene 
and Indecent material from television, 
and announced n network prmni.se to lim- 
it violent and scx-oricntc<l scenes during 
prime-time hours when children may be 
watching. 


The Federal Comrminicntiotw Commis- 


sion said it would ask Congress for legis- 
lation making it a crime to show "in- 
decent material" on television. 


At the same time, It said the three ma- 


jor television networks have agreed to 
limit prime-time exposure of sexually- 
oriented material in the 1975 television 
season. 


CURRENT LAWS mako It Illegal for 


radio stations to broadcast indecent ma- 
terial, but the FCC sold in a report to 
Congress that such laws are vague about 
television. 


"For this reason, we will Include In our 


legislative proposals for action by this 
Congress an amendment . . . which 
would eliminate this uncertainty," the 
report said. 


The report made clear the commission 


feels programs Involving violence and sex 
ual material — which might not be ob- 


scene or indecent but might be in- 
appropriate for children — should be 
regulated by the television industry Itself 
and not by law. 


The FCC said ABC, CBS and NBC ten- 


tatively have set these guidelines for the 
1975 season: 


• Prime-time viewing hours between 4 


p.m. and li p.m. would be set aside main- 
ly for "family viewing" six days a week. 
Sunday, the hours would be 5:30 p.m. to 
7:30 p.m. 


• "Viewer advisories" would be broad- 


cast visually and audibly from time to 
time In advance of any shows during 
prime time which might be considered 
questionable for children. 


• Networks will attempt to let publish- 


ors of television programming know in 
advance of questionable material to be 
broadcast during "family-viewing" peri- 
ods. 


The FCC said It received Increasing 


complaints of violence on television dur- 
ing the past three years. 


Critics of the current "indecent mate- 


rial" law say it Is too vague and does not 
clearly set out criteria for acceptable 
programming.

There was nothing so unusual about 


the game Itself A few teenagers were 
playing basketball on an outdoor court. 


Wh.it was unusual, and what forced me 


to stop the car for a couple minutes, was 
that the boys occasionally would throw 
up two-handed set shots 


In this day of high-powered, run-and- 


shoot basketball, where tho jump shot is 
tho offensive weapon, you just don't ex- 
pect to sec youngsters shooting the two- 
handed set shot. Tho shot is considered a 
throwback to the Pleistocene epoch.

and nil II dors tmln\ Is evoke laughs. 
That's rvactlt what the boys were doing 
— laughing — as the) fired up the long 
tun-handcd sets. 


It's* a joke to players today but it was 


no Joke years ago. Tho two-bander has a 
long history, as long as the game itself. 
It was bom with Dr James Nalsmith's 
peach basket invention in tho Springfield 
(Mass ) YMCA in 1891. It was shot un- 
derhanded from between tho legs and, 
through ensuing years, from tho waist, 
the chest, from the face, from above tho 
bead 


In those day's you cither used a two- 


handed set for long shots or drove for 
layups There was no In-between, no In- 
termediate shot It was cither Inside or 
outside. 


Tho two-handed set shot began feeling 


Its ago in tho 1930s when Hank Luisctti of 
Stanford threw tho one-handed shot into 
national prominence. 


Luisctti set off tho revolution with tho 


one-hand shot Joe Fulks of tho Phila- 
delphia Warriors perfected the jumper 
from long range. Paul Arizln of Phila- 
delphia and Bill Sharman of Boston per- 
fected it from the baseline. Basketball 
had entered another era, and surveys 
now indicate that over 80 per cent of the 
shots arc taken within 18 feet of the bas- 
ket

"I'd quit coaching before I'd teach a 


one-hand shot to win a game," said Nat 
Holmon of Ctty College of New York. 
"Nobody can convince me a shot that Is 
more a prayer than a shot is the proper 
way to play the game " 


Nat was overulcd by practically every- 


body — but stayed in the business ony- 
w-ay. 


Luisctti and Stanford stunned touted 


Long Island University in that Garden 
visit, 45-31, and 17,000 fans saw the one- 
hand shot for the first time. 


Long Island was the pride of the East 


with a winning streak of 43 games. Lui- 
sctti scored 15 points in the stunning up- 
set. 


"I gueii we really didn't know what 


we were starting that night," Luisctti 
said later. "We actually had no idea that 
we would bring on a revolution. You 
know, I've thought about that night many 
times over the years. I had no notion 
what that one game would mean to me. 
Getting all that publicity in New York 
changed my life." 


Luisctti started shooting with one hand 


at a high school in San Francisco. "It 
was the only way I could reach the hoop 
when I was a little kid," he said. 


Others had tried the same thing but 


Lidsetti perfected it. In high school as a 
senior Hank scored only 54 points but 
was sought for his tough defense and 
clever dribbling and passing more than 
his scoring potential. 


In the 1950s, particularly, the jump 


shot became commonplace and the two- 


handed became a virtual antique. There 
were pro hangers-on to the shot: Carl 
Braun, Vlncc Boryln, Dolph Schaycs, 
Dick McGuire, Connie Simmons, Larry 
Costello and Richie Guerin 


"Kids today can take jump shots as far 


out as we would shoot the two-handcr," 
said Gucrln In a visit to Chicago. "But 
(he jump shot, always In motion, has to 
take a toll on jou. There's no real ex- 
ertion to the two-handcr. 


"And it's a good shot to keep the de- 


fense honest. I mean, there are only a 
few guys who can stand and jump shoot 
from 25 to 30 feet out — Pete Moravich, 
Dave Bing, Lou Hudson. That's almost it. 
Everyone else has to take a dribble. By 
then, your defensive man is on you. 


Guerin does not eschew nor derogate 


the other shots. He was also a superb 
Jump shooter and driver. 


"Maybe It Is uncomfortable now, after 


all these years of shooting jump shots," 
said Guerin. "But It just takes practice. 
No matter how fast the game has gotten, 
there's still room for the two-hander." 


Some crowds could never understand 


the two-handcr, let alone appreciate Its 
artistry. There was a time all St. Viator 
High School players shot two-handed un- 
derhand free throws and were booed by 
some. It appeared lo the crowd they 
were grandstanding. 


St. Viator shot 660 from the line that 


way In 1965 and 660 in 1966 and hit 31 of 
35 once in a win over Immaculate Con- 
ception. Chuck Grandt hit .719 and .758 
from the line his final two years — shoot- 


ing the underhand method Frank Hogan 
also shot close to 70 per cent 


"For one thing, it's a softer shot," ex- 


plained Larry Nomellini, who was the St. 
Viator coach "You have more chance 
for what I'd call a 'garbage' shot where 
the ball, if it doesn't go in directly, may 
do more rolling around and drop in 


"The big thing on the underhand throw 


is the back-spin. The ball has a tendency 
to stick up there. It doesn't bounce 
around the rim like the overhand throw." 


When tho underhand throw was mak- 


ing tho rounds, advocates also empha- 
sized that the players' arms hang down 
In a normal and relaxed position for the 
shot. When a boy plays long and his mus- 
cles tire, the natural thing Is to bring the 
arms up with the ball, not to hoist the 
arms overhead and then push the ball 
off. 


Those who favored the underhand 


throw also pointed out that although a 
boy shoots his jump shot with one hand, 
he's on the move when he delivers that 
shot, unlike the situation at the free 
throw line. 


The two-handed underhand free throw 


has gone the way of the two-handed set 
shot. Players say they're uncomfortable 
shooting that way. It's just not natural. 


That may be true, but there was some- 


thing very special about the two-handed 
set shot In the growth of the game of 
basketball. I can still see the great set 
shot artists in action ... 


They would grab the pass about 20-25 


feet out and crank up the two-handed 
machine. Fingertips firmly gripping the 
ball. Knees automatically flexed. Right 
foot slightly In front of left, with feet 
comfortably apart. 


Ball raised in smooth motion over the 


head. Snap of wrists. Body and ball 
spring out with careful follow-through 
Soft backspln. Ball soars in great arc 
and seems to stroll among the ceiling 
lights. Boll drops, ripples the net cleanly. 


It was a beautiful sight. The shot is 


buned but not the memories.

Leads found in newspapers, career hooks 
Libraries do brisk business aiding jobless 


A Herald staff report 


You arc out of work and willing to go anywhere to find a 


lead. These days that anywhere Is the local library where 
hundreds of persons are huddled around newspapers and peri- 
odicals trying to find listings of companies looking for help. 


At the Schaumburg Township Libra-y, all 60 of the books 


telling how to prepare rwumes are checked out. "We had 15 
copies of four different books on how to prepare a resume and 
find a job. but today there's not a single one left," said 
Michael .Madden, Schaumburg Township library director. 


The Schaumburg library, which is the North Suburban Li- 


brary System's center for business and economic periodicals, 
Is drawing persons from throughout the Chicago area, Mad- 
den said. "People arc searching for possible companies they 
can go to work for," he said. "I've noticed a lot more men 
arc In the library now during the day and many young people 
— men and women — arc Interested In our books on military 
tests and careers." 


DUE TO THE surge in persons looking for occupation-re- 


lated books, the township board has authorized $4,500 to be 
spent on supplementary career booklets. 


"The people who come In are really interested In finding 


Investigative search firms to look for jobs for them," Madden 
said. 


The Arlington Heights Memorial Library subscribes to 


newspapers from across the country and library officials re- 
port "a noticeable Increase In the number of people reading 
the want ads looking for jobs. People arc looking at the out- 


of-town papers to find, out the job market In other cities," 
said Joy Kennedy, reference librarian. 


"The typing room always is busy with people preparing job 


resumes," she said. 


ROLLING MEADOWS Librarian Judith Drescher said she 


has received many calls recently "asking for back issues of 
newspapers from job hunters anxious to check job leads they 
might have missed." 


Besides the job hunters lookig at the Standard-Poor's and 


Dunn and Bradstreet periodicals at the Indian Trails Library 
In Wheeling, they also search through the New York Times 
which carries professional ads from throughout the world. "If 
they can't get what they here, I send them to Schaum- 
burg where they have more business-related books," said li- 
brarian Elaine Burke. 


Meanwhile, libraries also arc stocking up on concumer-orl- 


cntcd books and magazines and some have set up special 
areas called "consumer corners." At Indian Trails the con- 
sumer information includes books on supermarket survival. 
"People don't want to make a mistake on spending, especial- 
ly on big items like an automobile," sold Mrs. Burke, "so 
they arc using the libraries for rcfcrcncne." 


Library patrons also arc checking out an increasing num- 


ber of books on auto repair and home repair. 


Even college students arc being boxed in by the economy 


and arc trying to squeeze their dollars. Schaumburg library 
officials said "college students are doing a lot more cost 
comparisons at colleges than ever before. They're concerned 
about new tuition requirements."

The United States is in the deepest re- 


cession of the post-World War II era on 
the basis of revised Gross National Prod- 
uct data, the Commerce Department re- 
ported Thursday. 


A spokesman said the GNP dropped 5 


per cent from December, 1973 to Decem- 
ber, 1974, surpassing the previous record 
decline of 3.9 per cent from September, 
1957 to March, 1958. 


"This is the largest recession of the 


post-war era," the spokesman said. 


The GNP also has declined for four 


consecutive quarters to match the length 
of the 1953-54 and 1900-61 recessions, the 
spokesman said. 


The GNP was pushed deeper into re- 


cession by revised data for the fourth 
quarter of 1974 that showed prices rose 
at a record 14.4 per cent annual rate 
while output fell 9.1 per cent. 


The inflation rate was even worse than 


the 13.7 per cent Commerce estimated in 
last month's preliminary report. The pre- 
vious record inflation was 13 per cent in 
the first three months of 1951. 


The revised data meant the average 


American's living standard 
seriously 


eroded in the waning months of 1974. 
Contrary to traditional economic theory, 
prices continued to rise despite declining 
production and growing unemployment. 


Real output of goods and services de- 


clined In the fourth quarter of 1974 at a 
rate reminiscent of the period 
after 


World War II when the nation was con- 
verting from arms production to con- 
sumer goods. Commerce said the GNP 


was estimated at an annual rate of S803.8 
billion in the fourth quarter compared 
with $823.1 billion in the third. 


When inflation is included, the GNP 


reached an estimated $1.43 trillion at an 
annual rate in the fourth quarter, up 
from $1.42 trillion in the third quarter. 
The increase in "current dollar" terms 
was entirely due to inflation, Commerce 
said. 


The GNP is considered the broadest in- 


dicator of the economy's health. It cov- 


ers the output of mines, utilities and fac 
lories along with the value of money in 
vestments and service industries whicl 
produce no goods. 


The revised GNP data showed that in 


vcntories continued to grow, largely be 
cause of reduced sales. The auto industry 
had a record volume of unsold cars a* 
the end of 1974. Consumer spending was 
down. 


The record inflation in the fourth quar

21, sold 
Thursday night Field and Tarklngton 
schools In Wheeling and Alcott School in 
Buffalo Grove are filled to capacity and 
said students may have to be transferred 
to other schools In the district to relieve 
overcrowding. 


Mentioned as under capacity and able 


to handle additional students were Rllcy 


School, Arlington Heights; Irving School, 
Buffalo Grove; and Sandburg, Stevenson 
and Twain schools, all in Wheeling. 


"Over the last four to five years the 


district has stabilized, school boundaries 
too have stabilized," sold Bargcr. How- 
ever, he noted: "We know of future 
space problems in some schools." 


ABOUT 25 PARENTS and 12 principals 


attended a meeting called to discuss pos- 
sible boundary changes and broke Into 
three subcommittees by junior high 
school areas to look Into possible solu- 
tions. 


Voting machines OKd for election 


T!K> Wheeling Village Board has ap- 


proved the use of voting machines In- 
stead of paper ballots in the April 15 vil- 
lage election after a survey conducted by 
the village clerk. 


Tne boa^tl approved the use of the ma- 


chircs on the recommendation of Village 
Clerk Evelyn Dlcns. Mrs. Dlcns said vot- 
ing machines are "more sophisticated" 
and will reduce the possibility of spoiled 
ballots. 


The clerk also said the machines will 


save money by enabling the village to 
consolidate polling places and hire fewer 
election judges. 


The cost of renting the voting machin- 


es from the county will be about $3,000, 
some $1.200 more than the amount budg- 
eted for election expenses, Mrs. Dlcns 
said. 


She said paper ballots would cost the 


village $2,923.50, about $800 less than the 
amount budgeted. The clerk rejected a 
"punch-ballot" system that would cost 
$8,850.70. 


This will be the first time voting ma- 


chines hu»-. Decn used In a municipal 
election In Wheeling. Until now, voting 
machines only have been used locally in 


v county, state and national elections. 


Mrs. Dlcns said village employes arc 


working to consolidate polling places and 
will release a list of locations before the 
election. 


Residents who have not registered to 


vote can do so at the village hall, 255 W. 
Dundee Rd., through March 18. The vil- 
lage hall is open Monday through Friday 
from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. and Wednesday 
from 6 to 8 p.m.

Bargcr attributed the district's flue- 


tuating enrollment to a decrease in the 
birth rate and stabilization of some 
neighborhoods while other neighborhoods 
continue to experience growth. 


Bargcr said the district is not able to 


estimate how many students will come 
from the increasing number of apart- 
ment dwellings, while it is able to fairly 
accuratily project the number of stu- 
dents from houses. 


Barger said that Alcott, 530 Bernard 


Dr., is in a stable area of Buffalo Grove. 
However, the school does not have ade- 
quate library facilities or extra space for 
art, music, bilingual or learning-dis- 
ability rooms, he said.

Money 
crunch 
stings 
us all... 


. . especially rehabilitation program at Clearbrook

The sagging economy has affected 


most businesses, but few more dra- 
matically than the Clearbrook Cen- 
ter's Vocational Rehabilitation Cen- 
ter — a workshop that employs mild- 
ly retarded and physically handi- 
capped adults. 


Between May 1974 and January 


this year, Clearbrook's contracts 
with local industries have fallen off 
50 per cent, said Daniel Sloan, con- 
tract-procurement 
agent 
for 
the 


workshop. The lack of work means 
that persons at the center spend 
more time in personal grooming and 
training classes than learning a 
trade. 


The rehabilitation center employs 


130 persons in its workshops at G80 
Lively Blvd. and 680 Bonnie Ln., Elk 
Grove Village. The employes do 
packaging, assembling, sorting and 


counting Jobs for local industries. In 
turn, the employes earn money and 
gain job experience that may enable 
them to get full-time regular jobs in 
the future. 


"THE THING that's wrong with 


workshops is that it's very hard to 
predict what will happen," Sloan 
said. "We offer a service to in- 
dustries. We turn out a lot of work in 
a short amount of time. All of a sud- 
den we'll get a job out of the clear ' 
blue sky. One day we'll be so busy, 
and then we'll be slow," he added. 
And things are as slow now as they 
ever have been. 


SLOAN BLAMES the general slow- 


down in business as the source of 
Clearbrook's . job-placement 
prob- 


lems. 


One of the workshop's steadiest 


and biggest customers, Littclfuse 
Inc., DCS Plaincs, has not sent work 


to the workshop in several months. 
Sloan said the Littlefuse contracts 
kept 35 Ciearbrook employes occu- 
pied, and brought in $25,000 to $30,008 
a month during peak times. 


But Littelfuse has come on hard 


times. David Shean, the company's 
director of purchasing, said his com- 
pany has had to lay off workers In 
recent months. "Every job that we 
sent out has been pulled in for our 
people. They are trained and experi- 
enced, and if we have to let them go, 
we've found that we usually can't get 
them back again because they find 
other jobs," Shcan said. 


Another large source of contracts,

Park, also has had to bring its piece 
work back to the home company. 
Fre*1 Lambkin, plant manager at

The builder was requested to show 
specific plans for the development, north of Nerge Road near 
Meacham Road. 


Centex officials presented extensive exhibits, including pho- 


tographs and site analyses. 


The developer was represented by Michael L. fves, a land 


planner who has designed the total 990-acrc tract, part of 
which is already developed. 


The 665 acres of the development under discussion Thurs- 


day is the western two-thirds of the total tract. 


PLAN COMMISSION members spent more than two hours 


on flood plain, topographic and slope analysis and soil-borings 
data. Ivcs said the area contains 125 acres of land unsuitable 
for building and another 133 acres that may prove unsuitable. 


The developer attempted to show planners that the remain- 


ing land is sufficient to accommodate 5,000 dwelling units. 
Centex is asking the village to approve a mixed development: 


• The northern portion of the site is planned for 3,516 apart- 


ment townhousc and condominium apartment units in multi- 
story buildings. Ives said the units can be accommodated on 
195 acres. 


• Other sections of the tract west of Meacham Road are 


planned for single-family, attached and detached housing. 
One thousand five hundred units arc planned for 205 acres of 
the site and 520 houses arc earmarked for another 190 acres. 


Plan commission members continued the meeting to 7:30 


p.m. March 7 and 10. Chairman Richard McGrenera said 
several meetings will be held to review other phases of the 
development's Impact before a recommendation is made to 
the village board.

The sagging economy has affected 


most businesses, but few more dra- 
matically than the Clearbrook Cen- 
ter's Vocational Rehabilitation Cen- 
ter — a workshop that employs mild- 
ly retarded and physically handi- 
capped adults. 


Between May 1974 and January 


this year, Clearbrook's contracts 
with local Industries have fallen off 
50 per cent, said Daniel Sloan, con- 
tract-procurement 
agent 
for 
the 


workshop. The lack of work means 
that persons at the center spend 
more time In personal grooming and 
training classes than learning a 
trade. 


The rehabilitation center employs 


130 persons in Its workshops at 680 
Lively Blvd. and 680 Bonnie Ln., Elk 
Grove Village. The employes do 
packaging, assembling, sorting and 


counting jobs for local industries. In 
turn, the employes earn money and 
gain job experience that may enable 
them to get full-time regular jobs in 
the future. 


"THE THING that's wrong with 


workshops is that it's very hard to 
predict what will happen," Sloan 
said. "We offer a service to in- 
dustries. We turn out a lot of \vork in 
a short amount of time. All of a sud- 
den we'll get a job out of the clear 
blue sky. One day we'll be so busy, 
and then we'll be slow," he added. 
And things are as slow now as they 
ever have been. 


SLOAN BLAMES the general slow- 


down in business as the source of 
Clearbrook's 
job-placement 
prob- 


lems. 


One of the workshop's steadiest 


and biggest customers, 
Littelfusc 


Inc., Des Plaines, has not sent work 


to the workshop in several months. 
Sloan said the Littlefuse contracts 
kept 35 Clearbrook employes occu- 
pied, and brought in $23,000 to $30,003 
a month during peak times. 


But Littelfusc has come on hard 


times. David Shean, the company's 
director of purchasing, said his com- 
pany has had to lay off workers in 
recent months. "Every job that we 
sent out has been pulled in for our 
people. They are trained and experi- 
enced, and if we have to let them go, 
we've found that we usually can't get 
them back again because they find 
other jobs," Shean said.

"We had 15 
copies of four different books on how to prepare a resume and 
find a job, but today there's not a single one left," said 
Michael Madden. Schaumburg Township library director. 


The Schaumburg library, which Is the North Suburban Li- 


brary System's center for business and economic periodicals, 
is drawing persons from throughout the Chicago area, Mad- 
den said. "People arc searching for possible companies they 
can go to work for," ho sold. "I've noticed a lot more men 
arc In the library now during the day and many young people 
— men and women — arc Interested In our books on military 
test* and careers." 


DUB TO TUB surge in persons looking for occupation-re- 


lated books, the township board has authorized $4,500 to be 
spent on supplementary career booklets. 


"The people who come In are really interested in finding 


investigative search firms to look for Jobs for them," Madden 
said. 


The Arlington Heights Memorial Library subscribes to 


newspapers from across the country and library officials re- 
port "a noticeable increase in the number of people reading 
the want ads looking for jobs. People are looking at the out- 


of-town papers to find out the job market In other cities," 
said Joy Kennedy, reference librarian. 


"The typing room always is busy with people preparing job 


resumes," she said. 


ROLLING MEADOWS Librarian Judith Drescher said she 


has received many calls recently "asking for back issues of 
newspapers from job hunters anxious to check job leads they 
might have missed." 


Besides the job hunters looklg at the Standard-Poor's and 


Dunn and Bradstrcet periodicals at the Indian Trails Library 
In Wheeling, they also search through the New York Times 
which carries professional ads from throughout tfie world. "If 
they can't get what they here, I send them to Schaum- 
burg where they have more business-related books," said li- 
brarian Elaine Burke. 


Meanwhile, libraries also arc stocking up on consumer-ori- 


ented books and magazines and some have set up special 
areas called "consumer corners." At Indian Trails the con- 
sumer information includes books on supermarket survival. 
"People don't want to make a mistake on spending, especial- 
ly on big items liko an automobile," said Mrs. Burke, "so 
they are using the libiiries for referencne."

220 died for lack of 
a second. 


Bedard was the author of the motion to 


refuse to pay the tax two weeks ago.

The United States is in the deepest re- 


cession of the post-World War II era on 
the basis of revised Gross National Prod- 
uct data, the Commerce Department re- 
ported Thursday. 


A spokesman said the GNP dropped 5 


per cent from December, 1973 to Decem- 
ber, 1974, surpassing the previous record 
decline of 3.9 per cent from September, 
19S7 to March, 1958. 


"Tills is the largest recession of the 


post-war era," the spokesman said. 


The GNP also has declined for four 


consecutive quarters to match the length 
of the 1953-54 and 1960-61 recessions, the 
spokesman said. 


The GNP was pushed deeper into re- 


cession by revised data for the fourth 
quarter of 1974 that showed prices rose 
at a record 14.4 per cent annual rate 
whilo output fell 9.1 per cent. 


The inflation rate was even worse than 


the 13.7 per cent Commerce estimated in 
last month's preliminary report. The pre- 
vious record inflation was 13 per cent in 
the first three months of 1951.

You are out of work and willing to go anywhere to find a 


lead. These days that anywhere is the local library where 
hundreds of persons arc huddled around newspapers and peri- 
odicals trying to find listings of Companies looking for help. 


At the Schaumburg Township Library, all 60 of the books 


telling how to prepare resumes arc checked out. "We had 15 
copies of four different books on how to prepare a resume and 
find a job. but today there's not a single one left," sold 
Michael Madden, Schaumburg Township library director. 


The Schaumburg library, which Is the North Suburban Li- 


brary System's center for business and economic periodicals, 
it drawing persons from throughout the Chicago area, Mad- 
den said. "People arc searching for possible companies they 
can go to work for," he said. "I've noticed a lot more men 
arc In the library now during the day and many young people 
— men and women — arc interested in our books on military 
test* and careers." 


Ol'K TO THE surge in persons looking for occupation-re- 


lated books, the township board has authorized $4,500 to be 
spent on supplementary career booklets. 


"The people who come in are roally Interested In finding 


investigative search firms to look for Jobs for them," Madden 
said. 


The Arlington Heights Memorial Library subscribes to 


newspapers from across the country and library officials re- 
port "a noticeable Increase in the number of people reading 
the want ads looking for jobs. People arc looking at the out- 


of-town papers to find out the job market in other cities," 
said Joy Kennedy, reference librarian. 


"The typing room always is busy with people preparing job 


resumes," she said. 


ROLLING MEADOWS Librarian Judith Drcscher said she 


has received many calls recently "asking for back issues of 
newspapers from job hunters anxious to check job leads they 
might have missed." 


Besides the job hunters lookig at the Standard-Poor's and 


Dunn and Bradstreet periodicals at the Indian Trails Library 
in Wheeling, they also search through the New York Times 
which carries professional ads from throughout the world. "If 
they can't get what they here, I send them to Schaum- 
burg where they have more business-related books," said li- 
brarian Elaine Burke.

The United States is in the deepest re- 


cession of the post-World War II era on 
the basis of revised Gross National Prod- 
uct data, the Commerce Department re- 
ported Thursday. 


A spokesman said the GNP dropped 5 


per cent from December, 1973 to Decem- 
ber, 1974, surpassing the previous record 
decline of 3.9 per cent from September, 
1957 to March, 1958. 


"This is the largest recession of the 


post-war era," the spokesman said. 


The GNP also has declined for four 


consecutive quarters to match the length 
of the 1953-54 and 1960-61 recessions, the 
spokesman said. 


The GNP was pushed deeper into re- 


cession by revised data for the fourth 
quarter of 1974 that showed prices rose 
at a record 14.4 per cent annual rate 
while output fell 9.1 per cent. 


The inflation rate was even worse than 


the 13.7 per cent Commerce estimated in 
last month's preliminary report. The pre- 
vious record inflation was 13 per cent in 
the first three months of 1951. 


The revised data meant the average 


American's living standard seriously 
eroded in the waning months of 1974. 
Contrary to traditional economic theory, 
prices continued to rise despite declining 
production and growing unemployment. 


Real output of goods and services de- 


clined in the fourth quarter of 1974 at a 
rate reminiscent of the period after 
World War II when the nation was con- 
verting from arms production to con- 
sumer goods.

The rehabilitation center employs 


130 persons in Its workshops at 680

packaging, assembling, sorting and 


counting jobs for local industries. In 
turn, the employes earn money and 
gain job experience that may enable 
them to get full-time regular jobs in 
the future. 


"THE THING that's wrong with 


workshops is that it's very hard to 
predict what will happen," Sloan 
said. "We offer a service to in- 
dustries. We turn out a lot of work in 
a short amount of time. All of a sud- 
den we'll get a job out of the clear 
blue sky. One day we'll be so busy, 
and then we'll be slow," he added. 
And things are as slow now as they* 
ever have been.

The United States is in the deepest re- 


cession of the post-World War II era on 
the basis of revised Gross National Prod- 
uct data, the Commerce Department re- 
ported Thursday. 


A spokesman said the GNP dropped 5 


per cent from December, 1973 to Decem- 
ber, 1974, surpassing the previous record 
decline of 3.9 per cent from September, 
1957 to March, 1858. 


"This is the largest recession of the 


post-war era," the spokesman said. 


The GNP also has declined for four 


consecutive quarters to match the length 
of the 1953-54 and 1960-61 recessions, the 
spokesman said. 


The GNP was pushed deeper into re- 


cession by revised data for the fourth 
quarter of 1974 that showed prices rose 
at a record 14.4 per cent annual rate 
while output fell 9.1 per cent. 


The inflation rate was even worse than 


the 13.7 per cent Commerce estimated in 
last month's preliminary report. The pre- 
vious record inflation was 13 per cent in 
the first three months of 1951. 


The revised data meant the average 


American's living standard seriously 
eroded in the waning months of 1974. 
Contrary to traditional economic theory, 
prices continued to rise despite declining 
production and growing unemployment. 


Real output of goods and services de- 


clined in the fourth quarter of 1974 at a 
rate reminiscent of the period after 
World War II when the nation was con- 
verting from arms production to con- 
sumer goods. Commerce said the GNP 


was estimated at an annual rate of $803.8 
billion In the fourth quarter compared 
with $823.1 billion in the third. 


When inflation is included, the GNP 


reached an estimated $1.43 trillion at an 
annual rate in the fourth quarter, up 
from $1.42 trillion In the third quarter. 
The increase in "current dollar" terms 
was entirely due to inflation, Commerce 
said. 


The GNP is considered the broadest in- 


dicator of the economy's health. It cov- 


ers the output of mine1:, utilities and fac- 
tories along with the value of money in- 
vestments and service industries which 
produce no goods. 


The revised GNP data showed that in- 


ventories continued to grow, largely be- 
cause of reduced sales. The auto industry 
had a record volume of unsold cars at 
the end of 1974. Consumer spending was 
down.

The sagging economy has affected 


most businesses, but few more dra- 
matically than the Clearbrook Cen- 
ter's Vocational Rehabilitation Cen- 
ter — a workshop that employs mild- 
ly retarded and physically handi- 
capped adults. 


Between May 1974 and January 


this year, Clearbrook's 
contracts 


with local industries have fallen off 
SO per cent, said Daniel Sloan, con- 
tract-procurement agent for the 
workshop. The lack of work means 
that persons at the center spend 
more time in personal grooming and 
training classes than learning a 
trade. 


The rehabilitation center employs 


130 persons in its workshops at 680 
Lively Blvd. and 680 Bonnie Ln., Elk 
Grove Village. The employes do 
packaging, assembling, sorting and 


counting jobs for local industries. In 
turn, the employes earn money and 
gain job experience that may enable 
them to get full-time regular jobs in 
the future. 


"THE THING that's wrong with 


workshops is that it's very hard to 
predict what will happen," Sloan 
said. "We offer a service to in- 
dustries. We turn out a lot of work in 
a short amount of time. All of a sud- 
den we'll get a job out of the clear 
blue sky. One day we'll be so busy, 
and then we'll be slow," he added. 
And things are as slow now as they' 
ever have been. 


SLOAN BLAMES the general slow- 


down in business as the source of 
Clearbrook's 
job-placement 
prob- 


lems. 


One of the workshop's steadiest 


and biggest customers, Littclfuse 
Inc., Des Plaines, has not sent work 


to the workshop in several months. 
Sloan said the Littlefuse contracts 
kept 35 Clearbrook employes occu- 
pied, and brought in $25,000 to $30,000 
a month during peak times. 


But Littelfuse has come on hard 


times. David Shean, the company's 
director of purchasing, said his com- 
pany has had to lay off workers in 
recent months. "Every job that we 
sent out has been pulled in for our 
people.

• Authorize sidewalks to (III gaps In 


blocks where 50 per cent of the frontage 
already has sidewalks. 


Permit school and park districts to 


request sidewalks on streets leading 
directly to schools or parks where a safe- 
ty hazard exists. 


Still unsettled arc questions of how the 


costs of sidewalk Installation shall be 
met. nml if esthetics arc reason enough 
for filling sidewalk gaps. 


THE ItEVISED sidewalk policy was 


drafted by Trustee Russell H. Colvin, a 
member of the village board's public 
health and safety committee which is re- 
viewing the policy, and a past president 
of the board of local Improvements that 
initiates sidewalk special assessments. 


Trustee Alice Harms, public health and 


safety committee chairman, said Thurs- 
day she is still not satisfied with the pro- 
posal to fill sldcwlk gaps regardless of 
any proven safety hazard, and to require 
that residents In these coses pay for the 
walks. 


"I still bellvc that somewhere along 


the line we have to prove the necessity 
for more sidewalks In these existing 
neighborhoods. And 
If we determine 


they're necessary, I think the village 
should pay for them," Mrs. Harms said. 


In cases where sidewalks are re- 


quested by a school or park district for 
proven safety reasons, the policy pro- 
poses that the sidewalk cost be shared 
equally by the district and the property 
owner. 


. 
In cases of double frontage lots, those 


with a street in both the front and rear, 
the village would pay the full cost of side- 
walks along the rear street. 


WHERE SIDEWALKS arc installed on 


corner lots In existing neighborhoods, the 
proposed policy would have the village 
pay half the cost of the side-street walk. 


Major streets and highways where 


sidewalks would be mandatory arc: Ar- 
lington Heights Road, Wllke Road, New 
Wilkc Road. Arthur Street (west side). 
Busso Road, Windsor Drive (north of 
Thomas), Buffalo Grove Road and Rand 
Road. 


More major streets arc: Northwest 


Highway (north side), Dundee, Hintz and 
Palatine roads, Thomas Avenue, Oakton 
Street, Camp McDonald Road, Euclid 
Avenue, Campbell Street (west of Arling- 
ton Heights Road), Kensington Road, 
Davis Street (Slgwalt to Arthur, south 
side), Kirchoff, Central and Golf roads. 


Sidewalks would be required in all 


commcrcial-and-officc-zoning 
districts, 


but not In manufacturing districts. And 
sidewalks would be installed around all 
apartment developments. 


The policy proposes that sidewalks 


continue to be included throughout new 
residential subdivisions, except in cases 
of specially planned large developments 
where the village board may decide that 
"the safety, convenience and esthetics of 
its residents arc not unduly jeopard- 
ized." 


The proposed exemption for existing 


subdivisions without sidewalks states: 
In neighborhoods where houses exist on 
two-thirds or more of the bulldable lots 
and where no sidewalks exist except 
along thoroughfares or the periphery, 
sidewalks shall not be permitted ..." 


This provision would effectively guar- 


antee that residents in areas like Scars- 
dalc, Stoncgatc and Sherwood will not be 
required to put in sidewalks. 


THE ONLY possible exception would be 


on streets leading to schools and parks 
where a safety hazard is proven. 


"Such safety determination shall be 


based upon professional reviews and sur- 
veys performed by disinterested, quali- 
fied personnel," the proposed policy 
states. 


The public health and safety com- 


mittee's next meeting on the sidewalk 
policy revision is scheduled for Feb. 25.

The United States is in the deepest re- 


cession of the post-World War II era on 
the basis of revised Gross National Prod- 
uct data, the Commerce Department re- 
ported Thursday. 


A spokesman said the GNP dropped 5 


per cent from December, 1973 to Decem- 
ber, 197-1, surpassing the previous record 
decline of 3.9 per cent from September, 
1957 to March, 1958. 


"This is the largest recession of the 


post-war era," the spokesman said. 


The GNP also has declined for four 


consecutive quarters to match the length 
of the 1953-54 and 1960-61 recessions, the 
spokesman said. 


The GNP was pushed deeper into re- 


cession by revised data for the fourth 
quarter of 1974 that showed prices rose 
at a record 14.4 per cent annual rate 
while output fell 9.1 per cent. 


The inflation rate was even worse than 


the 13.7 per cent Commerce estimated in 
last month's preliminary report. The pre- 
vious record inflation was 13 per cent in 
the first three months of 1951. 


The revised data meant the average 


American's living standard seriously 
eroded in the waning months of 1974. 
Contrary to traditional economic theory, 
prices continued to rise despite declining 
production and growing unemployment. 


Real output of goods and services de- 


clined in the fourth quarter of 1974 at a 
rate reminiscent of the period after 
World War II when the nation was con- 
verting from arms production to con- 
sumer goods. Commerce said the GNP 


was estimated at an annual rate of $803.8 
billion in the fourth quarter compared 
with $823.1 billion in the third. 


When inflation is included, the GNP 


reached an estimated $1.43 trillion at an 
annual rate in the fourth quarter, up 
from $1.42 trillion in the third quarter. 
The increase in "current dollar" terms 
was entirely due to inflation, Commerce 
said. 


The GNP is considered the broadest in- 


dicator of the economy's health. It cuv- 


crs the output of mines, utilities and fac- 
tories along with the value of money in- 
vestments and service industries which 
produce no goods. 


The revised GNP data showed that in- 


ventories continued to grow, largely be- 
cause of reduced sales. The auto industry 
had a record volume of unsold cars at 
the end of 1974. Consumer spending was 
down. 


The record inflation in the fourth quar-

. . especially rehabilitation program at Clearbrook

The sagging economy has affected 


most businesses, but few more dra- 
matically than the Clearbrook Cen- 
ter's Vocational Rehabilitation Cen- 
ter — a workshop that employs mild- 
ly retarded and physically handi- 
capped adults. 


Between May 1974 and January 


tills year, Clcarbrook's 
contracts 


with local industries have fallen off 
50 per cent, said Daniel Sloan, con- 
tract-procurement 
agent 
for 
the 


workshop. The lack of work means 
that persons at the center spend 
more time in personal grooming and 
training classes than learning a 
trade. 


The rehabilitation center employs 


130 persons in its workshops at 630 
Lively Blvd. and 680 Bonnie Ln., Elk 
Grove Village. The employes do 
packaging, assembling, sorting and 


counting jabs for local industries. In 
turn, the employes earn money and 
gain job experience that may enable 
them to get full-time regular jobs in 
the future. 


"THE THING that's wrong with 


workshops is that it's very hard to 
predict what will happen," Sloan 
said. "We offer a service ta in- 
dustries. We turn out a lot of work in 
a short amount of time. All of a sud- 
den we'll get a job out of the clear 
blue sky. One day we'll be so busy, 
and then we'll be slow," he added. 
And things are as slow now as they" 
ever have been. 


SLOAN BLAMES the general slow- 


down in business as the source of 
Clearbrook's 
job-placement 
prob- 


lems. 


One of the workshop's steadiest 


and biggest customers, 
Littclfusc 


Inc., Des Plaines, has not sent work 


to the workshop in several months. 
Sloan said the Littlefusc contracts 
kept 35 Clearbrook employes occu- 
pied, and brought in $25,000 to $30,009 
a month during peak times. 


But Littelfuse has come on hard 


times. David Shean, the company's 
director of purchasing, said his com- 
pany has had to lay off workers in 
recent months. "Every job that we 
sent out has been pulled in for our 
people. They are trained and experi- 
enced, and if we have to let them go, 
we've found that we usually can't get 
them back again because they find 
other jobs," Shcan said. 


Another large source of contracts, 


Merkle-Korff 
Gear Co., Franklin 


Park, also has had to bring its piece 
work back to the home company. 
Fred Lambkin, plant manager at 
Merkle-Korff, said the company has

Fulle was Indicted last week on charges of extortion and 


income tax evasion in connection with zoning cases in unin- 
corporated Cook County and will be arraigned today. 


In a letter to Wheeling Township Republican precinct cap- 


tains, Yonkers said "an immediate leave of absence from the 
position of county chairman" would be in the best interest of 
the party. Another member of Wheeling Township GOP or- 
ganization reported that a meeting last weekend of the organ- 
ization's executive committee resulted in a unanimous vote 
favoring Yonkers' position. 


YONKEKS DREW enthusiastic applause from a group of 


about 30 precinct captains when he read the letter containing 
the request for Fulle's withdrawal Thursday night. 


Yonkers noted in his letter that Fulle is to be considered 


innocent until proven guilty of the charges. "My suggestion 
(for Fulle's withdrawal) has been made based on an assump- 
tion of innocence," said Yonkers.

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1st candidates' night gets down to nitty-gritty 
Just what does village president do?

The 60 members of the Wcstgatc Civic 


Assn. got an earful of politics Thursday 
night, but It was. perhaps, the man in the 
quilted coat who voiced a question a lot 
of resident* must have. 


He came right out and put It to them. 


"What iloci the mayor do?" he asked 
candidates David Griffin and James T. 
Hyan. 


Arlington Heights has had four village 


presidents in the past four years. And 
when Jack Walsh, the third of the four, 
stepped down from office last year, most 
people questioned in a Herald survey did 
not know his name. 


TIIK PANEL of 10 candidates for the 


village board and the presidency seated 
In the Wcstgatc School gym gave a quick 
chuckle-. Then Ryan and Griffin had a 
brief shuffle when each rose and then 
tried to defer to the other. 


Ilyan answered first. "... as little or 


as much as he wants," ho said. The vil- 
lage president has just one vote on the 
board, he said, but the "real function is 
. . . leadership capacity." 


Griffin concurred that the president Is 


Ihc leader. The president of Arlington 
Heights, ho said. Is not only the leader of 
the board but also of the area because of 
HIP village's size. 


The strength of leadership by the 


board and its president is emerging as a 
campaign question, if not a full blown 
Issue. The power of tho village profes- 
sional administration and tho manager, 
L. A. Hanson, was the lead-off question 
to tho candidates, directed to Madeline 
Schrocdor and Mary Schlott of tho Re- 
sponsive Citizens Caucus. 


Mrs. 
Schrocdor said, "As far as I'm 


concerned he can remain the manager" 
as long as he performs his job and docs 
not assume a policy-making role. 


MIW. SCHLOTT said the trustees must 


"point out where he has gone over tho 
line." 


"Responsive" Is tho magic word In the 


village campaign this year. The Caucus 
candidates adopted It in their name and 
Ryan, an independent, puts the word In 
bright red capital letters on his literature. 


Trustee 0. V. Anderson, running under 


the Village Independent for Progress 
banner, urged the Westgatc residents to 
"let Ihc village know" how they feel so It 
can respond better. 


Walter Macika, an Independent, who 


quipped that he decided to run for 
trustee after getting his first tax bill, 
said the people know what they need and 
want and it Is up to the village to listen 
and act accordingly. 


August Bottman. of the VIPs, said 


"I'm pro administration" and that he 
was proud of Its and the board's lead- 
ership. He pointed with pride to "the fin- 
est place I've lived" as having no scan- 
dals, no bribes and no kickbacks. 


Improved responsiveness also came 


out on both sides of whether Arlington 
Heights should continue to elect Its 
trustees at-largc or go to a system of 
area representation. Both Griffin and 
Ryan, who take opposite sides, said the 
system they favor is more responsive.

Griffin said trustees elected from the 


entire village must answer to the whole 
village. And with the staggered terms, 
some trustees are being elected every 
two years and in that way giving the vot- 
ers a larger voice in the board's makeup. 


Ryan, who Is calling for area represen- 


tation, said trustees chosen from the 
neighborhood are going to be more con- 
cerned with their neighbor's problems 
and therefore more responsive. It is only 
natural, he said, for people to seek out 
the local spokesman for action. 


Tho first candidate's night in the vil- 


lage election was for tho citizens to ques- 
tion those who want to run the town. But 
it was also the candidates who got a 
message: the people want leaders who 
listen to them.

redevelopment team. 


The platform also promises to broaden 


the village tax base so homeowners' 
taxes will not be increased. 


Key planks on the dissolution of BOLI 


and a referendum on electing trustees by 
geographical district had been released 
previously. But the full statement in- 
cludes Ryan's position on residential 
character, fiscal policy, senior citizens, 
intergovernmental cooperation, commu- 
nity Involvement, environmental con- 
cerns and communication. 


ADVOCATING FISCAL restraint in 


government "just as it has taken place 
in our personal finances," Ryan said he 
would require an analysis of the cost and 
financial benefit of each' new devel- 
opment proposed in the village. 


He said ho also would appoint a Com- 


munity Resource Task Force "comprised 
of qualified men and women to aggres- 
sively solicit desirable business to locate 
in our community, thereby increasing 
our tax revenues." 


The platform pledges to 
"install 


sidewalks and streetlights only where the 
police department is able to prove by sol- 
id, substantial evidence that a safety 
hazard exists." And in place of BOLI, it 
recommends that the village board make 
all decisions on special-assessment proj- 
ects. 


Regarding intergovernmental coopera- 


tion, the platform promises to: 


• Create a liaison committee between 


the townships and the village to review 
financial expenditures and services. 


• Conduct quarterly accountability ses- 


sions with elected state representatives, 
state senators and U. S. congressmen. 


• Develop jointly with the park board 


a program to accomplish required park- 
land acquisition. 


Ryan said he will wage an "awareness 


campaign" to attract qualified men and 
women to serve on village boards and 
commissions. "I will not accept the 
statement that Arlington Heights is 
strictly a bedroom community for Chi- 
cago," he said. 


The village "cannot relax Its concern 


for the quality of our environment," he 
said, adding that the Arlington Beau- 
tificatlon Council and the Environmental 
Control Commission must continue to 
lead in environmental concerns. 


RYAN'S PLATFORM Is silent on the 


Issue of accountability and the role of the 
village administration — an issue on 
which Caucus party candidates are cam- 
paigning hard. 


But it does include three proposals to 


improve communications between resi- 
dents and village government. The plat- 
form promises to: 


• Maintain a vigorous schedule of at 


least two Mayor's Roundtable meetings 
w i t h homeowners associations 
per 


month. 


• Poll residents through the use of in- 


formation-gathering questionnaires to 
learn their opinions. 


• Create a residents advisory panel 


that will meet quarterly with elected offi- 
cials for a session on village issues and 
concerns.
